Mrs. Schenk Bitterly At- 
tacked by State’sAttorney

BY GOVERNMENT 


On the Imports of To- 
bacco From Cuba. 


Discrepcncies in Wrapper and 
Filler Statistics Show That 
the Government Has Lost 
From $3,000,000 to $5,000,- 
000 Annually. 


New York, January 23.—A country- 
wide investigation which the treasury 
department has started, The Tribune 
will say tomorrow’, has disclosed, it is 
said, discrepancies in the wrapper and 
filler statistics of tobacco imports 
from Cuba which have deprived the 
government of between $3,000,000 and 
$5,000,000 annually for the last five 
years.

Coming to the end of a life devoted 
to charity and loving aid to the needy 
and helpless, Mrs. Virginia Woodruff, 
one of the best-loved “old-fashioned 
women” in Georgia, died last night 
at 7:30 o’clock at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. Joel Hurt, 85 Eliza- 
beth street, after patient suffering 
lasting several years. She was 82 
years of age. 

The south has lost one of its finest

Teachers Decide Not to Ask 
Examination of City Books. 
Toepel’s Statement a Per- 
sonal Expression --- Michell 
Speaks to Teachers. 


Meeting in secret session at the 
Boys’ High school yesterday afternoon 
at 3 o'clock the Atlanta Teachers’ As- 
sociation decided that the fight for 
higher salaries shall go on and tacitly 
agreed that a committee from their 
body shall go before the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Trades at its next meeting 
as fraternal delegates to confer upon 
matters of mutual interest. 

Dr. Theodore Toepel, president of the 
Teachers’ Association, who, in last Sat- 
urday’s Constitution made the state- 
ment that the fight had been declared 
off: that the association would not em- 
ploy an expert to examine the city’s 
tax books and that the committee to 
confer with the Federation of Trades 
would not be appointed, arose in the 
meeting and retracted his statement. 
tle said that the published card repre- 
sented merely his own personal opin- 
ion and did not represent any action, 
Official or otherwise, of the associa- 
tion,

They ¢atled, 
to indorse the statement made 
by Dr. Toepel and in consequence the 
Original resolutions with but one 
change still stands.

When Dr. Toepel’'s statement 
published many teachers evinced great 
Surprise, and it soon became evident 
that the president had not voiced the 
common opinion. The situation was 
a ticklish one. Some considered that 
Toepel's statement had made the 
4ssociation appear as though it were 
ashamed of its activities to secure 
adequate wages. In order to clear up 
matter, therefore, @ meeting of the 
association was called. 
order to secure outside advice the 
invited Mayor Winn, Eugene 
Councilman Aldine Chambers 
Steve R. Johnston to 
them at the meeting. Mr. 
and Mr. Chambers accepted 
invitation and spoke at length. 

Conservative Policy. 

the course of his remarks, Pres- 
Mitchell advised the association 
“to be conservative in its action, and 
avoid any entangling alliances 
which might alienate from the cause 
some of the citizens of Atlanta.” He 
said that the vast majority of the peo- 
ple of Atlanta were in sympathy with 
them, and that they should avoid. do- 
ing anything to displease the city 
‘(qgunc!] or any element of the citizens. 
Hie advised them to accept thankfully 
increase that council had given 
them. he believed that that body 
had done its best under existing cir- 
cumstances. He said that when op- 
portunity again presented itself the 
teachers should again seek to further 
the salary increase, and that they 
should not think because they had 
lost one battle that the whole cam- 
paign had failed. 

Mr Chambers, who followed Mr. 
Mitchell. said that he saw nothing 
wrong in the association’s sending 
delegates to the Federation of Trades. 
In fact, he said that he thought such 
a step would be wise in any event. 
Hie pointed out that the members of 
the Federation are practically all 
patrons of the city schools. and that 
a conference with them would doubt- 
less result in closer harmony between 
teacher, pupil and parent, a relation- 
ship much to be desired. 

Mr. Chambers continued by saying 
that he thought the city should pay 
adequate salaries to all its employees, 
and that he did not think the state- 
ment that there was no money in the 
treasury was a good excuse, as he 
considered it the duty of council to 
provide enough money. 

Continue the Fight, 

lie advised the association to con- 
tinue its fight by getting additional 
statistics on the subject, but said that 
he did not think any other active 
steps should be taken until the June 
apportionment sheet could be drawn 
up. 

After Mr. Chambers’ speech, the mat- 
ter of Dr. Toepel’s statement was in- 
troduced, and when he had acknowl- 
edged that the card he had sent to The 
Constitution was merely his own opin- 
ion, the meeting adjourned. 

At the eonclusion of the general 
meeting the executive committee heid 
a session ang adopted resolutions that 
a committee be appointed to investi- 
gate teachers’ salaries in other cities 
and the manner in which these sal- 
aries have been increasea@. No further 
definite plans were made, but the 
fight will go on. An expert to ex- 
amine the city’s tax oo6Ks will not 
be employed. 

The former resolution 
committee of fraternat delegates [to 
the Federation of Trades stil) stands, 
and it 1s presumed that these dele- 
gates will attend the next meeting of 
the Federation, which will be held in 
Federation hall Wednesday night. 

The Atlanta Federation of Trades 
started the fight for larger teachers’ 
salaries about six years ago and it is 
the intention of the teachers to talk 
the matter over with tnem again. The 
Federation is a conservative body of 
men and, according to one of the 
members, would not for a moment con- 
sider taking any radical action at this

MAY CUT THE SALARY 
OF THE RATE EXPERT 


Railroad Commission Decides 
to Make Changes Before 
Naming New Man. 


Following the resignation of George 
F, Montgomery, who has been rate ex- 
pert for several years, the railroad 
commission has decided to cut the sal- 
ary of the rate expert $600, which will 
make the position pay $3,000 a year. A 
greater cut may be made, though that 
is not probable.

This dainty waist of messaline satin 
is both practical and pretty. It ex- 
hibits a new method of achieving the 
seamless shoulder effect by means of a 
long point in the tucked’ messaline 
yoKe that extends in thts manner over 
the sleeves and full blouse. Five little 
tucks across the inner side. of the 
sleeve give it the proper slant, and also 
afford a fullness at the back that saves 
wear at the elbow. Wooden button 
molds are covered with circular bits 
of the satin, although it is now povssi- 
ble to buy buttons of silk crochet, 
satin and braid that match any color of 
dress goods. A narrow bias fold of the 
messaline binds the edges of the yoke, 
which fastensinthe back. Valenciennes 
lace supplies the yoke and cuff, and 
chiffon serves as a lining to these. 
Such a separate waist is not cheap. It 
varies in price from $5 to $35, accord- 
ing to the shop in which it is bought.

lar counter. In making it up for an 
older woman, some other lace is per- 
missible, and it is also fashionable to 
Shape yokes of this sort out of pleces 
of Persian silk, brocaded satin, or em- 
broidery in an all-over. pattern. 

If the blouse is made of ohiffon, 
either tucked chiffon or an all-over 
lace pattern could be employed for the 
yoke, and beaded net takes the place of 
lace in the collar and cuffs. Indeed, the 
design is one that lends itself to eco- 
nomical making, for the yoke, neck 
portion and blouse may all be o¢ dif- 
ferent materials, and each may employ 
some left-over scrap of dress material 
or trimming that would otherwise be 
cast aside.

Mrs. White had conferred with Mr. 
A. W. Farlinger, recently appointed 
chairman of markets of the chamber 
of commerce, and with leading mar- 
ket men, among them Mr. Sawtell, Mr. 
Kamper, and from them had received 
assurances of their approval of a cen- 
tral market. 

She had carefully reviewed the plaza 
plans of Mr. Harrison Bleckly, which 
provided a place for a market, the 
market to be between the present .old 
depot and Washington street. 

Mrs. White stated that the house- 
keepers of Atlanta who could com- 
mand the situation of the markets, 
should investigate the matter thor- 


|!oughly and conscientiously.

Mrs. Hugh Willet, presdent of the 
State Federation of Women’s Clubs; Mrs. 
John K. Ottley, chairman of the state 
committee “on education: Mrs. Charles 
J. Haden, chairman of extension work 
mong rural women: Mrs. Warren 
Boyd, chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee; Mrs. H. B. Wey, cRairman of 
student aid committee, and Mrs. Woods 
White, president of the City Federation 
ef Clubs, brought inspiring messages 
to the regular meeting of the Atlanta 
Woman’s Club, and aroused an enthu- 
siastic interest in what was the largest 
gathering at the club this year. 

The meeting was opened by Mrs. 
Hamilton” Douglas, who announced 
that Mrs. A. O. Woodward had been 
named chairman of:the local educa- 
tional committee from the chairman- 
ship of which Mrs. Burton Smith had 
resigned. 

Mrs. Charles J. Haden, vice president 
of the club, then presided over the 
meeting for whitch she had arranged 
the program, bringing relation on the 
local work with the state work. 

~ Mrs. Willet’s Talk. 

Mrs. Willet was received with warm 
applause, present active administration 
of the state club work being a source 
of pride to club women, individually 
and collectively. ! 

She referred to the important part 
the Atlanta Woman’s Club, being the 
largest in the state organization, acn 
be, and referred to the importance of 
federation as ‘illustrated in the work 
of the city federation and state federa- 
tion, read a letter from Mr. Walter G. 
Cooper, secretary of the chamber of 
commerce, recognizing the civic factor- 
ship of women’s organizations, and 
stating that two pages of “Progress,” 
the magazine of the chamber of com- 
merce, would be devoted to the work of 
women’s organizations. 

Mrs. Willet referred to the New 
Year's message of Mrs. Philip N. Moore, 
president of the General Federation of 
Clubs, which numbers eight hundred 
thousand women. 

Referring to the many phases of 
work brought out at the last biennial 
meeting in Cincinnati, Mrs. Wiliet 
mentioned the report of Mrs. Perry 
Starkweather, of Minnesota, who is as- 
sistant commissioner in the department 
of women and children in that state. 

Urges Factory Inspectors. 

With four factory inspectors, Mrs. 
Starkweather investigated the condi- 
tion of the women and children of the 
factories of Minnesota, her investiga- 
tion bringing about a revolution in 
industrial conditions as related to the 
weaker ones. ' 

“You protect your fish and game and 
live stock; are not your daughters, the 
mothers of your coming generation, 
worth as much to you”’. Mrs. Willet 
quoted from the lady of the far west 
ag she urged upon Georgia women the 
necessity of a woman inspector in 
Georgia factories. 

An Earnest Plea. 

In concluding, Mrs. Willet said: 

“Another seamy side of this same 

oblem, and one even more difficult to 

andle, is the question of our inno- 
cent, defenseless working girls. Is

there not some plan by which there 
may be some court of appeal, com- 
posed of women, when a young girl’s 
honor is assailed?’’ 

Student Atd. 

Mrs. H. B. Wey, chairman of the 
student aid work of the State Federa- 
tion, related an incident beautifully 
illustrative of the gratitide of the 
rural girls who, through money bor- 
rowed from the student aid fund, are 
enabled to obtain the necessary train- 
ing for a livelihood. In every case 
they pay back the money . promptly, 
and In one case a grateful young coun- 
try teacher, realizing the benefits a 
loan had once been to her, saved $75 
out of her small yearly pay that she 
might donate it -to the student aid 
fund. Eleven giris are at present at- 
tending various Georgia schools 
through the student aid fund. 

Mrs. Ottley Given Ovation. 

Mrs. Warren Boyd, who ably ied the 
forces of the Georgia club women and 
college women in their efforts to se- 
cure the bill for compulsory attend- 
ance, made a telling address, urging 
club women to renew their efforts 
for the measure before the next 
legislature. 

Mrs. John K. Ottley received an ova- 
tion when introduced by Mrs. Haden 
as chairman of education, and the one 
who more efficaciously than any other 
individual woman in the state has 
for facilities and a more 
rational system of education for the 
child of the commonwealth. 

Mrs. Ottley explained the relation 
of the local work to the state work 
and reminded the club women that the 
“plums” which had fallen Mmto the club 
treasury last year for education had 
not fallen without a great deal of 
shaking, the plums meaning the $1,700 
which she ang her local committee had 
collected for the educational work 
done by the State Federation. 

She provoked laughter when, as 4 
member of the visiting committee of 
the board of education of Atlanta’s 
public schools, she stated that the 
board needed no advice or suggestion; 
that they had enough of both on file to 
last for 300 years to come. 

She saiq wherein help could have 
been rendered was in the recent agi- 
tation for more money to pay the 
teachers, “not on the principle that the 
teachers shoulqg have more money to 
spend,” explained Mrs. Ottley, “but 
that the efficient teacher should be 
paid what she earned, and the city be 
in the position to command efficiency.” 

Mrs. Charles J. Haden, chairman of 
extension work for rural women, ex- 
plained that the purposes for which 
the Georgia club women‘*asked $5,000 
from the legislature last year, that 
hygiene and domestic science might be 
taught the women of the state under 
the agricultural extension work of the 
university, was exactly the purpose for 
which Hetty Green is to establish her 
foundation—to teach women how to be 
better home-makers and home-keep- 
ers.

WW NEW AUTO LAW 


Savannahian Says That In- 


eapacitated Men Are Li- 
-censed to Run Cars, 


An alleged defect in the new state 
automobile license law which may be 
remedied by amendment at the next 
session of the general assembly, has 
just been called to the attention of 
Governor Brown and Secretary of 
State Phil Cook by a gentleman living 
in Savannah and whose name ts with- 
held because of the private nature of 
his correspondence. 

.The reported defect in the law con- 
sists of the fact that the law itself 
provides no physical restrictions for 
the tssuance of license other than that 
the applicant shall be at least 16 years 
of age and that no person under the 
influence of liquor shall be allowed 
to operate a motor vehicle. 

The gentleman from Savannah 
writes to the governor that some time 
ago he was run over by an automo- 
bile owner in that city and that the 
operator of the machine is physical- 
ly unfit to have charge of an automo- 
bile, and cannot safely control the 
Same, by reason of physical infirmities. 

He applied to the eity officials for 
relief but declares that they are pow- 
erless under the provisions of the 
law and he asks that the governor 
revoke the license of the auto owner 
in question. 

Civil Action Only Recourse. 

The governor referred the communil- 
cation to the secretary of state, who 
has charge of issuing the license, and 
he replied that the only recourse is by 
civil action for damages. 

However, an insurmountable hitch 
arises here should the owner of the 
car be without any funds which can 
be reached by: civil action. 

Members of the legistature have 
taken the position. tnat under the 
terms of the automobile registration 
law municfpalities are not estopped 
from making provisions of their own, 
prescribing the qualifications of auto- 
mobile operators, but in order to elim- 
inate any possible misunderstanding 
on the subject it is very probable the 
law will be so amended .that munici- 
palities may prescribe reasonable qual- 
ifications to govern the operation of 
automobiles by persons holding state 
license.

COTTON DECLINED 
AFTER THE REPORT 


es F avored Bears and 
jb vo Liquidation, Which 


Brought Decline. 


New York, January 23.—The report 
of the census bureau published at the 
opening of the cotton market this 
morning seemed to éncourage local 
traders in estimating. the commercial 
crop at 12,000,000 baies, or slightly 
over, and the market eased off under 
scattered liquidation and bear pres- 
sure, with the close steady but at a 
net loss of from 5 to 17 points. for 
the day. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 4 points’ to a decline of 5 
points, near positions being influenced 
by the steady showing of Liverpool, 
while later months felt the bearish 
interpretation of the census figures, 
and the whole list was soon selling at 
a net decline of from 5 to 15 points. 
There dig not seem to be a great deal 
of long cotton coming on the market 
at the decline. On the contrary, there 
was buying of March by trade inter- 
ests and a little support for later 
months, as a result of which recent 
sellefs for short account began to take 
profits and during the middle of the 
morning prices rallied 6 or 7 points 
from the lowest. 

Demand failed to broaden on the ad- 
vance, in spite of bullish private ad- 
vices from the south as to the spot 
situation, and later the market turned 
easier, again under renewed liquida- 
tion, while 
aggressive as soon as they saw long 
cotton coming on the market. Prices 
reached the lowest point of the day 
in the late trading, with May cotton 
selling at 14.86, or within three points 
of the lowest level reached since the 
publication of the government's crop 
estimate last DecembDerf. ‘ 

The close was a point or two up 
from the lowest, but sentiment seemed 
to be more or less unsettled, owing to 
the tendency to increase estimates of 
the commercial crop and to appre- 
hend a falling off in- export demand, 
following the active buying recently 
reported. 

Southern spot markets as officially 
reported were unchanged. Exports for 
the day were above port receipts and 
for the season so far they now show an 
increase of about 1,120,000 baies over 
last year. The census figures, showing 
11,254,115 bales ginned to January 16, 
indicated a ginning for the last period 
of about 170,000 bales, against 140,000 
for the same period last year. 

Receipts at the ports today, 46,739 
bales, against 36,605 last week, and 
19.455 last year. For the week, 200,- 
000 bales, against 222,495 last week, 
and 114,649 last year.

/DIVERSE MOVEMENTS 
OF THE STOCK MARKET 


Opening Was Strong and 
Buoyant---Afterwards the 
Gains Were Lost. 


New York, January 23.—Two well- 
défined movements of diverse character 
today gave the stock market a ner- 
vous and unsettled tone. Folhowing 
the general advance in London, the 
local market opened strong and buoy- 
ant, with gains which, in some cases, 
carried stock to new high points for 
the year, but before midday this posi- 
tion. wes revérsed. A selling move- 
ment, which gathered considerable 
volume, met with little resistance un- 
til all the mor ning gains were marked 
off and prices in many instances stood 
at a figure below that of Saturday’s 
close. Buying at the bottom steadied 
the market somewhat and during the 
remainder of the day trading was dull 
at prices slightly above the best. 

United States Steel was made the 
pivot of bull operations in the morn- 
ing, On a revival of reports of -trade 
improvements, especiaHy in connection 
with the advance in the price of wire 
products. This was accepted as proof 
that certain branches of the steel and 
iron industry were in a much better 
technical position than had been gen- 
erally supposed and the sympathetic 
influence of the advance in Steel shares 
was felt by the entire lfst. Later in 
the day, United States Steel was used 
as effectively as the center of opera- 
tions in a bear movement, when word 
came from Washington that a resolu- 
tion contemplating an inquiry into the 
Steel Corporation's affairs was receiv- 
ing consideration in the house. Word 
that no action h been taken on the 
resolution helped ‘to steady prices in 
the late trading. 

Interborough Metropolitan was 
weak throughout the trading because 
of the latest competitive offer for the 
construction of subways, and Consol- 
idated Gas was affected adversely by 
its annual report, showing earnings 
somewhat below expectations. 

December reports of the Lehigh 
Valley and the Pittsburg, Cincinnati, 
Chicago and St. Louis Railroad, show- 
ing further substantial decreases in 
net é¢arnings, exercised a depressing 
influence, while reports of impending 
decisions in the Union Pacific-Southern 
Pacific merger case were used to Sell 
those shares.

ments should be equalized, still others 
declare that a special levy ought to 
come now to meet the present emer- 
gency. The city, say some, could float

“The Constitution is on the right

I want to say that I 
believe the best way to tIncrease the 
city’s receipts is to equalize the tax 
assessments, and that will be done 
this year if I have my way. I do not 
mean by this to say increase tax 48- 
sessments, but there should be a fair 
and equitable taxation on a basis that 
wil! apply equally to all classes of 
property. If we accept the 60 per 
cent basis, then let that basis apply to 
all kinds of property alike. I believe 
if this is done we will have what 
money is needed to carry out The Con- 
stitution’s idea of getting sufficient 
funds to carry on the city’s business 
as it should be.” 

Right Keynote Struck. 

“The Constitution has certainly 
struck a keynote of the city’s finan- 
cia} situation,” states ex-Mayor Robert 
F.' Maddox, who for the past two years 
came into close touch with all muni- 
cipal affairs. 

“Something must be 
crease the city’s income. 
out when I had not long been in the 
office of the chief executive. I am 
glad that The Constitution has sound- 
ed its note of warning and I hope that 
some sort of speedy action will be 
taken by the city officials and the 
business interests of the city which 
will bring into the city treasury 
enough money to conduct its affairs 
in a proper and @ecent manner. Just 
how this is to be done may not be 
proper for me or any other one citizen 
to say. There are, of course, various 
ways to raise money. The tax rate 
can be raised, the tax assessments be 
made higher or more equitable, more 
bonds can be floated, a levy made for 
special purposes or some of the busi- 
ness licenses increased. The plan to 
be adopted is for the thinking people 
of the city to devise. 

Conference Is Suggested. 

“It may be a good suggestion for a 
committee of the chamber of com- 
merce and a committee from the Fed- 
eration of Trades to hold a conference 
with a special committee from the 
general council.
